Regarding 
the reported fall of Scutari, it is interest- 
ing to recall that this: town) was once 
strongly suggested as the capital of 
Albania. Against the other two possible 
towns, the present capital Tirana and 
the Port Durazzo, there are the reproaches 
of lack of accessibility and of unhealthy, 
swampy surroundings. Scutari is a 
»| healthy spot, and it was thought that its 
presence near the Yugo-Slav border would 
of itself ensure the integrity of the 
Albanian State. Whether “that i is so re 
mains to be seen.
